This year the chairman 
of the Canada Committee 
with headquarters in Monte 
real, is coming to Edmonton 
for Canada Day, Lieutenant 
Governor J, W, Grant Mac- 
Ewan will again be one of 
the leaders of the parade, 
Mayor Dent will be away,

Board To 
Apply For 
24- Room 


School Permit 


After extensive research 
was carried out regarding 
future school building re- 
quirements of the St, Albert 
School District No, 3, Trus- 
tee Don LaBelle last Thurs- 
day, at the regular board 
meeting, made a motionthat 
an application for a certifi- 
cate of need for a 24-room 
school be commenced, The 
motion was carried unani- 
mously. 

School Superintendent 
Vince Maloney was the first 
to speak on the topic after 
all school principals from 
the system arrived to take 
part in the discussion with 
the board, Mr, Maloney re- 
viewed the need for addi- 
tional classrooms and said, 
“we'll be operating at near 
capacity during the 1972-73 
school term _ therefore 
something must he done for 
the fall of 1973 

All school principals 
agreed with Mr. Maloney 
that additional classrooms 
will be needed soon because 
all four schools inthe Catho= 
lic School System were, 
‘‘bursting at the seams,’’ 
Principal of Father Jan, 
John Kaminski reported that 
enrolments for the coming 
term are coming along at a 
brisk rate, indicating that 
there will certainly be no 
shortage of students, ‘‘but 
we might be a bit shy on 
elbow room,”’ he said, 

Then, the discussion cene 
tered around the type of 
new school required, Some 
of the principals were in 
favor of building a new ele= 
mentary plant and converte 
ing Vital Grandin into a 
junior high, Others favored 
a new junior high located 
on the sight with St, Albert 
High School, but opposition 
to this concept was regis- 
tered by several ofthe prin- 
cipals present, John Patter- 
son, principal of Vital Gran- 
din expressed his feelings 
that a junior and senior 
high school located in close 
proximity is not a good sit- 
uation, 

“It’s very important for 
the junior high student to 
maintain his identity,’’ Mr, 
Patterson said, He explained 
that students in Grades 7, 
8 and 9 require a more 
flexible course of studies 
and must also be made to 
feel they are not just part 
of the general enrolment, 
“without a clearly defined 
identity.’’ He concluded by 
saying that a junior high 
school ought to be under a 
separate administration, 

Further studies will be 
conducted by the school 
board staff in an effort to 
qualify the present unknown 
number of students the syst- 
em can expect from the new 
subdivisions in St, Albert, 
A house-to-house survey

Permission has _ been 
granted to the YMCA Day 
Care program to make use 
of the park facilities at no 
charge during two 2-week 
for 50 children 
per session, The children 
and supervisors will use 
the park as a home base for 
hiking trips and various oute 
ings in the area, Cost ofeach 
session is $20 per child, 
paid by the parents. 

An earlier grant under 
the Federal Government 
Winter Works program enae 
bled the Lions to add addi- 
tional service building and 
other facilities and im=- 
provements, mainly to the 
established park area,

Six adults, (three in their 
role as parents, arepresen- 
tative from the Kinsmen 
Club, the Kinette Club and 
The Gazette) and 12 young 
people ranging from about 
8 = 16 years, turned up for 
a meeting Thursday night 
called by Mankesh Kurich 
of the Preventive Social 
Services committee, to dis- 
cuss Summer programs for 
youth, 

Mona Acker, PSSdirector 


was alsor +t and intro- 
duced M> ch who has 
been hir co-ordinate 
summe: jy... programs in 


St, Aibert, Mrs, Acker said 
there was some need for 
someone to work with young 
people and to create better 
communications between 
them and the community, 

Mr. Kurich pointed out 
that most activities termin- 
ate for the summer, and he 
had heard complains that 
kids congregate around 
shopping centres, the pool 
etcetera, ‘‘AS a resource 
person I need feed back from 
you’’ he told the meeting, 
‘and this meeting is open 
to your ideas and discuss- 
ions on how to plan a well 
organized program for the 
summer.’’ He suggested a 
student employment com- 
mittee as one possibility. 

Mrs. Acker said a pro- 
vincial grant of $200 might 
be available to set up a job 
committee. Some young 
people want jobs - others 
want things to do - its up 
to you, she told the students. 
One young fellow said ‘We 
don’t want to mow lawns 
amd stuff - openupthe gyms, 
maybe we could help out by 
sitting with sick people or 
something - we want to be 
useful, ’’

A young girl suggested 
that stuients might be able 
to take children of working 
mothers on outings, or help 
take care of handicapped 
children, A woman enquired 
as to the possibility of young 
people supervising tot lots, 
A father wondered if we 
should be looking at a new 
recreation centre for St. 
Albert. 

Mr. Myrthue of the Kins- 
men asked Mr. Kurich how 
many organizations were 
contacted to be at the meet- 
ing. He was told - all local 
clubs, the department of 
parks and recreation, mini- 
sters, priests and young 
people were invited through 
the schools, adding that not 
all the schools got the an- 
nouncement over their loud 
speakers, “It seems to me 
you are putting the cart be- 
fore the horse’’ said Mr. 
Myrthue, He felt that just 
phoning all the organizations 
was not enough - we need 
something down on paper 
for a starting point, and 
maybe the young people 
themselves have to be or- 
ganized first. ‘We can’t help 
much until it is clear what 
the kids want - and just 
what kind of assistance they 
need.’” 

It developed that Mr. Kur- 
ich had met with 25 young 
students the previous Mon- 
day at the teen centre, and 
it was expected they would 
be out to the meeting Thurs- 
day, along with a parent.

kids were from Father Jan 
School, and it was handy for 
them to drop in at the teen 
centre for the meeting. 

A young person asked if 
St. Albert could have atour- 
ist bureau, Another student 
said that even if doing vole 
unteer work, regular hours 
were important. Collette 
Meunier said she was there 
to find out if an adult could 
be found as an adviser to 
the teen centre, which the
